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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LOUTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  vay  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1971. 

There  were  321  births  in  the  year.  This  gives  a  live  Birth  Rate  of  .17  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  When  standardised  for  comparative  purposes 
this  becomes  18.9  and  can  be  oompared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
which  was  16.0.  The  birth  rate  continues  to  remain  above  the  figure  for  England 
awl  Wales . 

Illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  total  live  births 
numbered  7.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  8.  The  figure  has  remained 
fairly  constant  over  the  past  10  years  at  least. 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  189  giving  a  death  rate  of  10  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population.  When  standardised  for  comparative  purposes  this 
amounts  to  a  rate  of  9.7  per  thousand  standard  population.  The  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1971  was  11.6.  The  standardised  death  rate  remains  well 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales . 

Infant  Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  7.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  22.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  18. 

Numbers  involved  are  small  therefore  no  great  importance  can  be  attached  to  them. 
The  figure  tends  to  fluctuate  above  and  below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  40  deaths  from  malignant  disease  which  is  similar  to  figures  of 
recent  years. 

In  men  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Coronary  Type  heart  disease,  while 
the  next  commonest  was  Malignant  Disease.  In  women  the  commonest  cause  of  death 
was  Malignant  Disease  followed  by  Coronary  type  heart  disease  and  Cerebro 
Vascular  Disease  (strokes)  which  accounted  for  equal  numbers. 

Measles  continues  to  be  the  greatest  contributor  to  notifications  o+ 
infectious  disease,  despite  the  availability  of  a  reliable  vaccine.  Now  that 
smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer  recommended  routinely  in  young  children,  let 
us  hope  that  parents  will  concentrate  their  attention  on  having  their  children 

vaccinated  against  measles  instead. 

New  cases  of  Tuberculosis  remain  low.  There  were  three  in  the  year. 

It  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  any  good.  The  Epidemic  infections  of 

diarrhoea  and  sickness  are  a  well  known  feature  in  the  community,  known  y 

names  as  Winter  Vomiting  Disease,  Epidemic  Vomiting  or  Gastric  Flu  and 

probably  caused  by  a  virus.  The  presence  of  such  an  attack  in  the  district

in  2017  with  funding  from 
Wellcome  Library 
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coincided  with  a  failure  in  the  pumping  system  of  a  private  water  supply  to  one 
of  the  schools  in  the  district  and  a  marked  reduction  in  the  amount  of  water  for 
hygiene  purposes.  This  highlighted  the  inadequacies  of  such  a  private  system  and 
very  soon  a  connection  to  the  mains  was  made.  This  was  the  last  remaining  school 
in  the  district  to  be  on  a  private  supply. 

Preventive  Medicine  is  usually  classified  into  three  parts.  The  first  part 
is  the  prevention  of  disease  which  is  already  present,  from  progressing  further. 
This  is  the  type  of  prevention  that  is  catered  for  by  school  medical  examinations, 
by  Cytology  Screening  clinics  and  similar  projects. 

The  second  kind  of  prevention  is  connected  with  building  up  the  persons 
individual  resistance  and  is  exemplified  by  immunization  against  diseases,  by 
maintenance  of  correct  nutritional  standards  and  by  health  education. 

The  third  type  of  prevention  is  by  the  elimination  of  a  potentially  harmful 
environment.  By  seeing  that  the  water  is  pure,  by  adequate  sewage  disposal,  by 
maintaining  hygiene  in  food  preparation  and  by  eliminating  the  contact  of  the 
pupulation  with  harmful  bacteria  as  far  as  possible.  This  third  preventive  field 
is  largely  the  field  covered  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  but  there  has  always 
been  a  close  and  fruitful  co-operation  between  them  and  the  medical  offices  of 
Health. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  co-operation  will  in  no  way  be  prejudiced  by  the 
imminent  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  and  of  the  Health  Services. 

I  would  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  Mr.  Child  and  his  staff  for  all  their 
help  and  co-operation  through  the  year  and  to  wish  Mr .  Caines  a  speedy  recovery. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

The  Louth  Health  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  the  local  headquarters  for  the  Health  Services 
provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

The  services  provided  include  a  clinic  for  babies  and  toddlers  where 
the  mother  is  advised  about  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent 
development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

Immunisation  is  offered  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles.  Smallpox  vaccination  can  be  carried  out  if 
there  are  particular  reasons  for  requiring  this. 

The  Speech  Therapist  treats  cases  of  defective  speech  found  at 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  schools  and  also  cases  referred  by  the  hospital 
consultants . 

A  Child  Guidance  service  is  provided  at  the  Clinic.  Children  who 
are  experiencing  emotional  difficulties  at  school  or  at  pre-school  age 
are  seen  with  their  parents  and  an  effort  is  made  to  modify  the 
influences  which  are  affecting  them  adversely.  This  requires  close 
co-operation  between  the  Child  Psychiatrist,  the  Psychiatric  Social 

Worker  and  the  Educational  Psychologist. 

The  Clinic  has  been  the  headquarters  for  School  Medical  Officers 

who  examine  schoolchildren  at  different  periods  during  their  school 
life  and  who  keep  those  children  requiring  it,  under  surveillance. 

Other  children  are  referred  for  treatment.  Immunisation  at  the  schools 
is  provided  against  Tuberculosis  and  German  Measles  (in  girls). 

The  Chiropody  service  continues  to  expand  and  is  much  appreciated 

by  the  elderly. 

The  Clinic  forms  the  headquarters  for  the  area  for  its  District 
Nurses  and  Midwives  who  are  available  to  assist  the  Family  Doctors 
under  the  direction  of  the  Area  Nursing  Officer. 

The  Health  Visitors  for  the  neighbouring  areas  are  also  based 
at  the  Clinic.  Two  of  them  have  some  attachment  to  two  of  the  local 
Group  practices.  They  play  an  invaluable  part  in  detecting  medical  and 
social  ills  and  seeing  that  they  are  dealt  with.  AI30  in  giving  advice 
on  medical  matters. 

The  Clinic  provides  a  Dental  Service  for  schoolchildren  and 
expectant  mothers  in  the  area.  For  those  children  who  have  abnormal 
jaw  and  tooth  formation,  treatment  is  provided  by  a  visiting 
orthodentist.

The  mains  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  East  Lines.  Water  Board. 

It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  have  been 
occasional  complaints  concerning  the  colouring  of  the  water  but  this 
has  usually  been  found  to  be  due  to  local  pressure  changes  which  have 
stirred  up  sediment  in  the  pipes.  The  water  is  hard  and  there  is  no 
trouble  from  Plumbo  Solvency.  The  fluoride  content  is  low.  There  are 
5,938  houses  supplied  from  Public  Mains  with  taps  in  the  house  and 
14  supplied  by  stand  pipes  or  outside  taps.

Twenty  two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  Public  supplies  and  all 
were  satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  thirty  two  samples  were  taken  from 
Private  supplies  and  one  hundred  arid  seventeen  of  these  were  satisfactory. 
Of  the  fifteen  that  were  unsatisfactory,  some  were  from  Small  private 
supply  systems  where  the  chlorination  system  had  been  defective. 


Others  were  from  isolated  bores  which  required  attention. 

Two  of  the  small  piped,  privately  supplied  areas  have  now  been 
connected  to  a  mains  supply  i.e.  Hainton  and  w  it  heal  1. 

There  were  28  houses  with  privy  vaults  in  the  district  and  568 
with  pail  closets.  There  were  6,398  houses  with  water  closets. 

During  the  year  extensions  to  Tetney  Sewage  disposal  works  were 
completed  and  the  larger  part  of  the  extensions  to  Manby  sewage  works 
were  completed. 

Preparations  were  in  progress  to  commence  the  sewering  of 
Fotherby ,  Utterby,  Ludborough,  North  Cockerington,  Alvingham, 
Yarborough,  Covenham  St.  Bartholomew,  Covenham  St.  Mary  and  Fulstow.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for 
1971  and,  although  local  government  as  we  now  know  it  is  singing 
its  swansong,  your  Council  has  embarked  upon  its  largest 
programme  of  capital  works  since  its  formation  in  1894. 

The  year  saw  the  resumption  of  house  building  by  the 
Council  after  a  two  year  pause  and  the  formulation  by  the  Housing 
Committee  of  plans  for  further  Group  Dwellings  at  Grainthorpe. 

The  stimulus  given  by  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  to  Improvement  Grants 
is  shown  by  the  continued  large  number  of  applications  for  grant 
aid. 


The  sexjering  of  South  Coclcerington  and  North  End, 
Grimoldby,  with  the  necessary  extensions  to  the  Manby  Sewage 
Disposal  .'orlcs,  was  nearing  completion  at  the  year  end.  The 
Public  Health  and  Public  Works  Committee  have  in  hand  plans  for 
the  sewering  of  some  sixteen  villages  over  the  next  two  years 
with  the  Central  Area  Scheme,  due  to  start  in  January,  1972, 
covering  nine  villages. 

The  disposal  of  surface  water  continues  to  be  a 
problem  throughout  the  district  and  it  is  indeed  ironic  that, 
whilst  Central  Government  will  grant  aid  schemes  for  the  disposal 
of  foul  water,  nothing  is  forthcoming  for  the  much  purer  water 
falling  from  the  heavens. 

With  the  near  urbanisation  of  some  of  our  larger 
rural  villages,  the  build  up  of  hard  impervious  surfaces  in  the 
form  of  roofs,  concrete  yards,  paths,  and  driveways  is  enormous, 
covering  a  considerable  acreage  and  causing  a  quick  run  off 
after  periods  of  heavy  rain  with  consequential  flooding  of 
properties. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  advice  available  from  the  Council's  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Dr.  J.  E.  Lee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  B.  C.  V. 
Spence  and  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  Andrew.  The  support  of  my 
Deputy,  Hr.  Eric  Caines  and  all  other  members  of  my  staff 
during  the  year  has  enabled  me  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing 
work  load. 


The  interest  of  Councillors  in  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  particularly  that  shown  by  Committee  Chairmen, 
has  been  greatly  appreciated.

Approved  applications  for  "Improvement 
Grants"  totalled  31  and  "Standard  Grants"  18.
